S. D. 1113(E). —^Whereas the Hon'blejffigh Court of Bombay vide order dated 05-05-2005 in Writ Petition No. 2947 
of2004—F )rward Seamen's Union of India Versus Union of India & others has directed that a Tribunal may be constituted 
under Secti Dn 150 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) and refer the dispute raised by the petitioner in this 
regard. 

Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 150 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
constitutes i Tribunal with headquarters at Mumbai and refers the dispute raised by the petitioner and appoints Shri R R. 
Sinlia, IAS MH, 1976), Principal Secretary (Transport & State Excise), Home Department, Mantralaya, Mumbai to the said 
Tribunal who shall submit the award ofthe Tribunal to the Central Government w itliin 4 months from the date ofpubhcation 
of this Noth Lcationinthe Official Gazette. The Terms of Reference and the Terms and Conditions of said Tribunal are set out 
i n the schec ule given below. 

SCHEDULE 

(A) Terms of Reference 

To examine the issues raisedby the petitioner in the Writ Petition No. 2947 of2004 filed by the Forward Seameivs 
Union of In lia and to follow the directions of the Hon’ble High Court of Bombay in the order dated 05-05-2005 in the above 
mentioned ’ Vrit Petition and to make appropriate recommendations. 

(B) Terms md conditions 

(i) The Tribunal shall liave its headquarters at Mumbai and secretarial assistance shall be provided by the Office 
of the Directorate General of S hipping, Mumbai, 

(ii) The expenditure incurred by the Tribunal in conducting the proceedings cind TA/D A and Other allied expenses 
shall be met out of Travel and Office Expenses budget of the Direciorate General of Shipping, Mumbai. 

(til) The Tribunal may invite indiriduals or any union of seamen, person.s connected with the matter and owners of 
ships for giving evidence and for obtaining information relevant to the Terms of Reference. Tribmial may tilso 
invite such other office bearers who arc involved in concluding the NMB Agreements for any clarification and 
production of records, information as required, during the proceedings ofthe T ribunal. 

(iv) The chairman of the One Person Tnbuiial shall be paid Rs, 1500 per sitting (or per day) and would also be 
entitled to TA/D A, as admissible under the rules, (Explanation: One siUmg shall not be less than five hours on 
each occasion). 

(v) The term of the Tribunal has been decided by the Hon’ble High Court of Bombay wherein it has been stated 
that the Tribunal shall submit its award within 4 montlis after it is constituted. 
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
